GHOST DANCES. 


Chico In d ian s H ave F allen V ictim s to 
tho M essiah C raze, 
Chico, December 16th.—The Indians ot the 
rancheries near Chieo have commenced the 
Messiah or ghost dance in the large rotunda or 
sweat-house, lem u a n tso f all the tribes still 
remaining in Butte county are participating. 
The dance is held each year about January, but 
was hastened this year by a strange Indian who 
came in from Nevada and told the tribes here 
that their brethren in the East were dancing 
and the Messiah would surelv come 
Some SUU 
participants will dance. The Messiah or dance 
is held here every year by these Indians. They 
seem to be much excited over the coming 
events. The Nevada Indian made a long ex­ 
hortation, and predicted lhat the Indians would 
soon rule California again, when the Messiah 
came. The dance is odIv a religions fever, par­ 
ticipated in by the elderly Indians 
They are 
civtlixed. attend the schools and have a chapel 
for *ervices and find employment in town and 
on the ranches. Hundreds of white people 
have attended the dances. They have an im­ 
ported Indian who acts as the Messiah or the 
devil. They call him “ Wahacano,” meaning a 
crane.

V acaville F ru it Shipm ents. 
V a c a v i lle , December 16th.—According to a 
statement published in the Enterprise, during 
the season of 1690 662 cars of green and dried 
fruit were shipped to Eastern points. Of these, 
556 were green and 103 dried. The latter were 
divided as follows: 
Apricots, 35 carloads; 
peaches, 23; prunes, 16; raisins, 11; grapes, 5- 
nectarines, 4; peeled peaches, 2: pears, 2; figs 
2; sundry small lots, 1. In addition to this, 
fully 1,000 carloads of green and dried iruits 
were shipped to San Francisco and other local 
points. There are yet remaining in the valley, 
according to the estimate of J. á: I Blum, 
w hoiesale dried fruit merchants, about 3 cars of 
raisins, 1 of atricots and 5 of peaches. The re­ 
turns ¡rom this amount of fruit, accordirg to 
the best estimates, place the net income, after 
freight and commissions are deducted, very 
close to 81,250,000, or an average income of 
8150 per acre. The previous season showed a 
net return of less than one-third of this amount.

INDIAN TROUBLE?. 


A n o th er B atcle R ep o rted an d G reat Loss 
of Life. 


D e n v e r (Col.), December 16th.—A yews cour­ 
ier from a camp near Daly’s ranch has the fol­ 
lowing from Rapid City, Dakota: ‘ A rancher 
has just arrived in great haste to our command­ 
ing officer and reports that a command of cav­ 
alry was attacked and two officers and fiity 
men killed, but the Indians were repulsed with 
heavy losses. The number of Indians killed is 
not known. The Indians were put to rout.” 
This report is not au henticated. It is not 
known whose command it was—probably that 
of Major Tupper of the Sixth Cavalry and his 
three troops of 140 men. Our command marches 
to their assistance to-morrow. 


rAP.T;CULARS OF .MONDAY’S BATTLE. 
S t. P a u l, December 17th^j-To-day’s advices 
from Standing Rock are to the effect that the 
arrest oi Sitting Bull was decided upon by 
Agent Mchsmghlin when he heard Sunday that 
the wily old chiel and his followers were about 
to set ont tor the Bad Lands. Once there, it 
would be a long tirn», and there would be 
much hard fighting, before any of the hostiles 
could be taken or starved out. Therefore orders 
were given to the police, and thev set out Sun­ 
day night, the troops following. By early morn­ 
ing the police had reached the camp. The 
cavalry were three miles in tne rear and the 
iniantrym uch further. 
On reaching the camp the police found the 
campera almost resdy to move. Sitting Bui 
was seized aud placed under arrest, but not 
bound, and the police quicklv started for the 
agency. But the followers of the old man soon 
got over their surprise and 


A SHARP FIRE Was AT ONCE OPENED 
On me police. The polioe responded in kind, 
and several fell from their horses, among the 
number Sitting Bull and his son, B!acx Bird. 
The o,d medicine man had tried to direct m at­ 
ter» for a time by loudly shouted orders, but his 
fall upset the hostiles. They at once rallied 
however, and surrounded 
the police, who 
fought bravely and well, but would soon have 
been overpowered had not the cavalrv, who had 
been sent for, arrived on the scene. " 
The police were at that time almost out of 
ammunition, and were 


f ig h t in g S a n d to h a n d , 
But the right of the soldiers and the roar of the 
machine guns alarmed the hostiles, and tney 
fled up Grand river. The cavalry followed but 
a short distance, and then returned to the camp 
and took possession of the bodies of Sitting Bull 
aud his son.; 
Four policemen 
were 
killed and three 
wounded, and It is thought altogether eight oi 
the hostiles were killed. Crow Foot, the 12 
year-old son of sitting Bull, and a number of 
others were wounded. 
Sitting Bull’s followers, when they fled up 
Grand river, left behind them all their tents 
aud families, which will be turned over to the 
agency. After going a short distance up the 
river, the fleeing redskins scattered aud went 
off in all directions through the country toward 
the Bad Lands. Some of them may try to 
reach the Indians of the Two Strikes band 
farther south, while others will seek lo escape 
to the north. However, there is 
LITTLE CHANCE FOR THEM 
In any direction. 
Snldiers are located all 
around the Bad Lands, and the Indians will 
have little chance to get at the few ranchers 
lhat are located In that district. Even if thev 
attempt to go on small raids, the soldiers are so 
placed as to head them off. 
The effisct of the death of Sitting Bull is 
problematic. 
He was not Chief, in the sense oi 
being a leader in battle, and never has been ad 
dressed as chief, but the wily, ambitious old 
rascal, with more of a politician in him than 
ordinarily credited to a savage, by working on 
the superstitious and fears ot the Indians 
gained whatever prestige he had. and just how 
those who survive him will take his death can­ 
not be estimated. The other leaders who haled 
him will surely not seek to avenge his death. 
Still he had gained a considerable following 
among the ghost dancers, and these mav at­ 
tempt something in revenge. 
The people around Bismarck and in the 
neighborhood of the Standing Rock Agency are 
greatly wrought up over the killing, aud express 
FEAR FOR THE OUTCOME. 
They think the followers that Sitting Bull had 
at the time of his death will attack the scat­ 
tered settlers along the frontier aud kill whom 
they can. 
The scene at the A.rency to-day is indescriba­ 
ble. Tha death of the Indian policemen, the 
nower-of the tribe, will be mourned by the 
squaws for weeks, acd the old wsrriorswili 
join in mourning for the present. It will be a 
grand Indian funeral these policemen will 
have, and the death-song will continue tor 
weeks. 
HOSTILITIES BELIEVED TO BE OVER. 
C h ic a g o , December 16th.—Nothing but some 
details oi the fight at Sitting Bull’s camp were 
received at army headquarters in this city, re­ 
garding the Indian situation, to day. 
Speaking of the death of Sitting Bui), Adju­ 
tant-General Corbin 
said to au Associated 
Press reporter that it was most probablv the be­ 
ginning of the end of the trouble. He said that 
as Sitting Bull was dead the Indians, who had 
great faith in him as a medicine man, would 
cume into the agency within the next two or 
three days when they heard of his death, if 
they do not General Brooke has things in shape 
to make short work of them. They are penned 
up in the Bad Lands, where nobody lives and 
where they can do no damage. 
“If the Indians should insist on fighting,” 
added Colonel Corbin, “it will onlvlastalew 
days. There are very few Comauches in the 
vicinity of the Bad Lands, so it will be impossi­ 
ble for the hostiles to make raids. General 
Miles has left St. Paul and will be at Standing 
Rock to marrow. No more outbreaks are looked 
for by the officers, except, perhaps, fighting 
with the remnant of Sitting Bull’s band. Dur- 
rpv the week the commanding officers at tne 
different agencic-s will be instructed to ask the 
surrender of all hostile Indians.’’ 
Sitting Bull was able to keep the young bucks 
excited with the Messiah craze, but’now that he 
he is dead Colonel Corbin believes hostilties 
wul stop.

55’hen Eyraud was brought to the stand he 
narrated how Gabrielle proposed lo entice 
Gouffe to her honre to murder and rob him. He 
gave every detail of the crime, telling how 
Gouffe was sitting down, with Gabrielle on his 
knee, and fondling her, when the noose with 
which he was strangled was thrown around his 
neck. 
Gabrielle declared that all the details of the 
murder were planned by Eyraud, and that he 
influenced her. 
In the colloquy between the defendants, 
Ejraud maintains d that Gabrielle was through­ 
out cognizant of the intended murder. Ih e 
woman stoutly denied his assertions. Lnter 
Eyraud told of his visit to America in compat y 
with Gabrielle. 
The latter asserted that when thev arrived at 
San Francisco they were at the end oi their 
resources, and Eyraud contemplated a murder 
aud robbery, with a view to gettiug a fresh sup­ 
ply of funds.

Davitt. accompanied by Father O’llaileran, 
was the iirtt prominent speaker lhat arrived at 
the meeting in Baliinakil , and he took a stand 
in the higoer part of the square, near the 
church, 
cheers and co u iH c t cheers were 
vociferously iudulged in by the assembled tac­ 
tions. 
As Davitt began his speech, a wagonette, in 
which were 5Villiam Redmond, Father Ryan 
snd other Paruellites, was driven through the 
lower part of the square, followed bv a cheering 
crowd. 
* 
Redmond began speaking 
simultaneously 
with Davitt. 
The advent of another party, headed by sev­ 
eral priests, driving briskly through the crowd, 
put a temporary stop to the speeches at both 
meetiogs. 
'ihe new-comers ranged them-elves 
alongside of the car occupie d bv Davitt amid a 
efcoais of mingled cheers and execrations. 
Scully took up the speaking, and was express­ 
ing his views, when a great shouting an­ 
nounced the arrival of I’arnell and Hurrison 
and a number of suppo ters on horseback cud 
in cars. Parnell’s appearance beside Redmond 
was tbe signal for cheers aud yells of'"Tally- 
Ho,” "The Fox," and “Kitty's Petticoats ” 
Amtd the din Parnell spoke to the e-owd 
around him 
He sharply scored Ilenn- >-e\ 
he 
and candidate, as a man who went to Parlia­ 
ment in 1S61 as a Tory supporter of Disraeli, and 
who now wants to go as a Liberal supporter of 
Gladstone. 
Several men made a strong effoit to drag the 
wagonette into the midst of the anti-Parnell 
gathering, but were dissuaded. 
Parnell resuming, maintained that the con­ 
sistency oi his public life had been preserved 
amid his unceasing efforts to create and pre­ 
serve tbe independent Irish party. 
Harrison was about to follow Parnell, and 
Tanner was speaking, when a sudden conflict 
arose on the verge of the crowd. 
A rudi was 
made towards Davitt’s car, and a general melee 
ensued. A forest of ash plant sticks and black­ 
thorns arose and descended in the air, which 
the dividing lines of the oppo-ing factio: s met. 
Davitt leaped from his car. wielding a thick 
hazel stick, and fought his way, loot by toot, 
straight towaids Parnell's wagon, receiving and 
giving numerous blows. He iiua.lv reached 
the wagon, hatless and with his face badly 
marked, and with a few of his men with him, 
who also bore traces oi the severe usage they 
had received in their desperate p assag e be­ 
tween the two vehicles, standing on the steps 
oi Parnell's wagon, Davitt uttered a breathless 
and indistinct defiance, then turned and pushed 
back to bis own car, surrouuded by hi - ia: hful 
supporters, and amid the continuous veils and 
execrations of the two wildly excited factions, 
and with an exchange of blows. 
Davitt then remounted his ear, aud shouted: 
“ Men of Kilkenny—I came here in de'erse of 
the right of public meeting end liberty of 
speech. Our opproneuts sent their blae-guards 
to interrurt the proceedings, but 
we have 
beaten them back. I was never struck by au 
Englishman, but today I was many times 
struck by my own couuirymec. 
These remarks were greeted with tumultuous 
cheers, after which the eras, i began to di.-perse 
and the square resumed it? normal aspect. 
Parnell and his friends dr ve to *-'axtle Comer. 
Davitt and Tanner followed in their wake 
At 
Castle Comer Davitt and Tenner address; d an 
open assemblage, diluting upon the affair at 
Ballinakill, and asserting that Parnelt brought a 
hired mob there to attack them 
Just then carriages contaiuing Paruellites 
passed the crowd, which hooted and pelted 
them with mud and stones. William it drnond, 
appearing on the edge of the crowd, Davitt sent 
him a message saying that if Para. U would 
agree to stand beside him and deliver a speech. 
Davitt would reply to it and would euurantee 
Parnell a quiet hearing. Redmond bore tho 
message to Parnell, who instantly replied: “1 
am not ia a position to treat; i’ara only in a 
position to fight.” 
Afterwards, while the Pareellites were ad ­ 
dressing a crowd, a number of Davitt's to.lowers 
got together and began hooting. The Paraellites 
emsed around the veoicie from which tlreir ora­ 
tors were addressing the people, and the polioe 
ajmcared and tried to divide the factious 
The meeting ended in a scene of wild con­ 
fusion, and Parnell and his friends drove oil 
amid showers of stones and mud. Frequent at­ 
tempts to assault the members of the p nty were 
made, aud several bags filled with lime were 
thrown at them. 
Harrington’s shoulders were covered with 
lime, and a mass of lim - struck Parnell full in 
the face, completely blinding him 
llii» insult 
infuriated Parnell's frieuds. Harrington turned, 
aud advancing to Father Downey, who wa? at 
the head of 
Parnell's opponent?, shouted: 
"Coward : Y’ou are a disgrace to your church.”

tyes pained him so tnat he was obliged to slop 
tue carriage and entered a laborer's cabin in a 
tainting condition. A local doctor attended 
him. The lime became caked beneath his eye­ 
lids, and the doctor was onlv able t a remove 
some ot it by using a siik handkerchief and 
some hair oil he found in the cabin. 
Tlje phyrician finally advised P. rnell to drive 
immediately to Kilkenny, so he re-ent red tho 
carriage aud proceeded on the journey, but 
again the pain became to intens that >. second 
halt was made, this time at a road public houre, 
where the doctor made further effort- to relieve 
the terrible pain which Paruell was suffering.

Parnell’s cause is waning, with the fighting 
strength of its leader, which is a'.rn; st at its 
lowest ebb. Parnell wilt break down physi­ 
cally. if nothing more, before munv days have 
passed. 
The last few days, duri.ig which he has en­ 
countered hostility, to which he rs altogether 
unaccustomed, have thoroughly -apped the 
strength born merely of passion and audacity, 
with which he entered on this painful contest.

QUEER LAW . 


In the case of the vacancy in the office 
of Senator, occasioned by the death of C. 
L. Pond, of Butte county, who was elected 
in November to the Senate, the Attorney- 
General has made a queer ruling. 
He 
says: “N'o election can be held, nor can a 
warrant for such election be issued until 
after the Legislature meets. 
There is no 
vacancy in the office of Senator from the 
Fourth Senatorial District until the Legis­ 
lature assembles; hence no election can 
take place to fill such vacancy.” 
Let us see how this kind of logic will 
operate when applied in another direction. 
There was no vacancy in the offices of As­ 
semblymen when the election of Novem­ 
ber took place, but citizens were elected, 
under lawful proclamation of the Execu­ 
tive, to fill 
the prospective vacancies 
which would occur by reason of the expi­ 
ration of the term of the offices of Assem­ 
blymen filled by the election two years 
prior. 
Let it be assumed, for the sake of 
the argument, that the election of 1S90 
had resulted so that on joint ballot of the 
two houses there would be Cl Republicans 
and 59 Democrats. 
The death of a Re­ 
publican Senator elected to succeed a Dem­ 
ocrat would, under the ruling of the At­ 
torney-General, make 
the 
Legislature 
6tand 60 to 60 on joint ballot. 
As the 
election of United States Senator would 
take place before the special election could 
be had, the ruling of the Attorney-General 
would make it possible, by reason of death, 
to change the political complexion of the 
body and reverse the decision supposed to 
have been made by the people at the polls. 
Mr. Pond’s death creates a vacancy in 
the ranks of Senators elected, but Mr. 
Jones, whom Mr. Pond was elected to suc­ 
ceed, was not elected to the Legislature 
which is to convene upon the first Monday 
in January next. 
He was not chosen to 
become a member of the body to assemble 
on that day, at all. 
His office, the office to 
which he was elected at the preceding Sen­ 
atorial election, became vacant by statutory 
limitation, and the people who were for­ 
merly his constituents selected a citizen to 
succeed him. 
Now if there can be no official notice or 
information on the subject of the vacancy 
until the Senate assembles in January, 
how will Mr. Jones obtain official informa­ 
tion that his elected successor is dead ? 
If the Governor of the State is not at 
liberty to recognize what is a matter 
common notoriety, that the Senator elected 
from the district represented by Mr. Jones 
and to succeed him is dead, then he is, ac­ 
cording to the Attorney-General, not at 
liberty to know what everybody else does 
know to be a fact. 
It would follow, then, 
that the Governor must wait until the 
roll-call of the Senate, aud since under the 
ruling of the Attorney-General Mr. Jones 
will respond and hold over until his suc­ 
cessor is elected and qualifies, the roll-call 
w ill develop no vacancy. 
But if the Gov­ 
ernor, and the people of California gener­ 
ally, have no right to claim to be in pos­ 
session of the knowledge of the death of 
Senator-elect Pond, by what right can Mr. 
Jones take cognizance of the fact that Mr. 
Pond is dead ? 
The ruling of the Attorney-General is 
not common sense, and therefore it is not 
law. 
As to the statutes quoted by him, 
we have long since abandoned the theory 
that there is any law outside of the reason 
for it. 


The Constitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, Article XX., Section 16, declares 
that “ When the term of any officer is not 
provided for in this Constitution, the term 
of such officer may lie declared by law, 
and if not so declared such officer shall 
hold his position during the pleasure of 
the authority making the appointment, 
but in no case shall such term exceed 
four years.” 
When, therefore, a term of 
office is provided for in the Constitution 
it becomes fix tal and arbitrary, but that 
there might be no mistake as to the tenure 
of office four years is fixed as the term of 
all offices wherein the Constitution has 
not given a longer tenure. 
The Senato­ 
rial term is fixed by the Constitution. 
Iu 
Section 4 of Article IV . it is declared that 
Senators shall be chosen for a term of 
four 
st (he same time and place as 


members of the Assembly. 
Section 5 of 
^the same article declares that the Seats 0Í 
twenty Senators shall become vacant at 
the expiration of the second year, so that 
one-half of the Senators shall be elected 
for two years. 
Thus a Senator elected lor 
four years cannot by any possibility hold 
over for one day, since the constitutional 
provision is arbitrary and fixed—and ad­ 
mits of no accommodating construction— 
that one-half of the Senatorial seats shall 
be vacant at the expiration of each two 
years. 
Here is a constitutional vacancy which 


S e n a to r Jones cannot by any distortion of 


law fill. 
The Attorney-General of the 
State has blundered in a most inexcusable 
wav. 
It is to be hoped that the Attorney- 
G en e ra l-c le c t is familiar with the organic 
law .

IN TUB SENATE. 
Washington, December 1 6 th .-In the course 
of the m orning business in the Senate, .Seuator 
Hoar read a letter from John I. Davenport, 
m aking a vigorous denial ot the charges pre­ 
ferred against hi* conduct as a Chief Supervisor 
of Elections, and expressing a willingness to ap­ 
pear before the Senate Committee aud answer 
the charges. 
The pending business was the consideration 
of the Dolph resolution, providing for an inves­ 
tigation w hether the right to vote was denied or 
abridged in any State, with the Vest am end­ 
m ent extending the investigation to the inquiry 
as to w hether by State legislation any m an is 
denied the right to work on pul lie works bv 
reason of bis color. 
Morgan, in opposing the resolution, called at­ 
tention to the Fifteenth Am endm ent to the 
Constitution, criticising it aud contending that 
the foundation of the country would be m uch 
better had the Government been content with 
th e Fourteenth Am endm ent. 
Pending further debate the Senate proceeded 
to the consideration of the election hill, Morgan 
concluding his speech against it. Discussion 
was then tem porarily suspended, and Pugh gave 
notice of au am endm ent requiring Deputy Mar­ 
shals, etc., to he of good rnoial character aud 
able to read and write. 
B lair presented petitions from labor organiza­ 
tions praying Congress to set aside considera­ 
tion of the election bill so that the labor legisla­ 
tion m ight tie acted upou. 
Dolph took the floor, but soon yielded to a 
m otion to adjourn. 


IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n . December 16th —In the House 
to day Mills of Texas, as a privileged question, 
offered a concurrent resolution providing for a 
holiday recess from December 22, i«w, to Janu­ 
ary 3 ,1891. Keferred to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
Dunnell of M innesota called up the appor­ 
tionm ent bill aud brieflv explained its provi­ 
sions. There was a diversity of opinion among 
the members of the House as to w hether the 
present representation should staud or w hether 
it should be increased. 
Flower of New York protes ed aga'nst the 
passage of the bill, and severely criticised the 
census returns of New Y'ork ciiy. 
Mills of Texas said he believed New Y’ork had 
lost enum eration to which she was entitled, but 
her loss was notas great as that of his own State, 
which am ounted to 500,0.0. 
M cbac of Arkansas gave notice of an am end­ 
m ent increasing the representatives to 359. 
Outbwaite oi Ohio stated that great injustice 
had been done in his State in taking the census. 
Under the census Illinois has become the third 
Stale of the Union. It was not true that Illinois 
had grown so rapidly, nor Ohio had iailen off to 
such an extent. The whole ceusus ought to be 
retaken, so the representation could be appor­ 
tioned according to the population and not ac­ 
cording to schemes o political advancem ent. 
F rank of Missouri earnestly advocated the 
bill, which was bised upon a bill originally in­ 
troduced by himself. 
Flower of New York offered an am endm ent 
increasing to thirty-five the representation from 
New York. 
. 
Spinola of New York said that when the peo­ 
ple ol New Y’ork fouud that they had been 
wronged they applied to the S cretaryof the 
Interior, but obtained no relief. The Secretary 
wrote a blackguard, im pudent letter, which 
was unw orthy to em anate from any m an call­ 
ing him self a gentlem an. The census taken by 
Superintendent Porter was a crim e against the 
republic. It was a wrong perpetrated bv the 
Superintendent, and he knew it, aud his heel­ 
ers knew it. 
Covert of New Y’ork argued in support of the 
am endm ent providing for a recount ot New Y'ork 
and Brooklyn, aud additional representation 
for the State should the recount show an in­ 
crease of 150,000 over the Federal census. 
Lind of Minnesota favored McRae's am end­ 
m ent. The apportionm ent bill, he thought, 
should be satisfactory and ju.-t to the country. 
It was conceded on both sides that there was a 
difficulty In regard to the census of New Y’ork 
city. In order to appease the feeling of New 
Y'ork (considering its large fraction), It would 
be but fair and just to give that State an ad­ 
ditional Representative. The same was true of 
Arkansas and Minnesota, and this bill, while it 
m ight fit the arithm etic theorv of the com m it­ 
tee, did injustice to those States' 
Bigg» of 
California com plained that Sau 
Francisco had not had a fair enum eration. Not 
one enum erator there, had been a Democrat. 
Peel of Arkansas declared th at Arkansas had 
lost 100,000 by lailurc to count. 
_ Dunnell, closing the debate, spoke earnstly 
ln favor of the bill, and expressed regret at the 
attack m ade on the Secretary of the Interior by 
Spinola. It had never seemed reasonable to 
the com m ittee that New Y’ork should be grunted 
a special privilege. No other city had come 
here disregarding the law, and he regretted 
th at the venerable gentlem an lrom New Y'ork 
should let fall from his lips an attack on the 
Governm ent to which the latter could not re­ 
ply. 
The hour of 5 o’clock having arrived, Dunnell 
dem anded the previ us question. 
Blout of Georgia interjected a motion to ad­ 
journ, and during the progress of the vote 
the Democratic m em bers took th eir hats aud 
overcoats and left the hall, showing a disposi­ 
tion to break the quorum on the next vote. 
The motion to adiourn was lost—yeas 11S, 
naycs 146. 
At the suggestion of Blont of Georgia it was 
agreed that after two hours' debate tom orrow 
the previous question should be considered as 
ordered, aud the House adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n ,December 16th.—The bill provid­ 
ing for a systematic exploration o t the interior 
of Alaska is likely to receive consideration by 
Congress soon. It provides that the Secretary of 
\\ ir shall send a partv into the interior of 
Alaska, and apsropriates 8100,000 to defray ¡he 
expenses of the expedition. 
it is proposed that the party rem ain three 
years, in order th at the observations m ay be 
absolutely trustworthy, aud finally set at rest 
the various aud conflicting retorts regarding 
Alaska Territoiy. 
The Secretary of War warm ly approves the 
plan, and recommended the passage of the bill 
in his anuual report. Wheu tbe bill becomes a 
law . Lieutenant L. W. V. Ken.non will, w ithout 
doubt, be one of the at my offictrs detaLcd to 
accompany the expedition.

THE BOYCOTT CASE. 


THE “ BEE" OWNERS ADJUDGED NOT 
GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


Ja d e e Buckle» W as Not Satisfied Beyond 
a Reasonable Doubt—Ib e De­ 
cision In Fall. 


The decision of Judge Buckles in the 
m atter of V. S. and C. K. McCIatchy, 
charged with contempt of Court in having 
published certain affidavits pending the 
decision in the “boycott” case, has been 
received. 
The defendants are declared not guilty of 
contempt and ate discharged. Following 
is the decision: 
The plaintiffs are the publishers of the Sacra­ 
m ento Evening Bee. The compositor» on the 
Bee were mem bers of the Typographical Union, 
and a disagreem ent having arisen between the 
compositors, m em bers ot th e Union, and the 
plaintiffs as to the m anagem ent of tne printing 
of the paper, e tc , the plaintiffs m aintaining 
th ey wonld m anage the m atter to suit them ­ 
selves, white .he typographical Lnion insisted 
th a t the printing and composing m ust be done 
under the rules of the Union, w nertufou the 
compositors of the Bee, or si me of them , struck, 
and at once commenced, with the aid of certain 
m em bers of the Federated Trades and the de­ 
fendants, a system of boycott nguinst the Bee. 
Suit was instituted against the defendants lor 
dam ages and to have them enjoined 
from 
further prosecuting the boycott 
The suit commenced; the defendants were 
cited to show canse why an injunction shouid 
not issue, and during the progress of the h ear­ 
ing the Court issued a tem porary restraining 
order. The question w hether a tem porary in ­ 
junction should issue was tak en under advise­ 
m ent by the Court. The issuing oi this tempo­ 
rary injunction depended upon the sufficiency 
ot the facts stated in the com plaint, and this 
was the only issue at the herring and the only 
m atter the Court had under advisem ent aud to 
consider in determ ining w hether a tem porary 
Injunction shouid issue. 1 he m atter was sub­ 
m itted, aiter lengthy argum eut, on November 
8, 1890. On November 12, 1890, and while the 
Court had the m atter under advisem ent, the 
plaintiff's published ia the Bee of th at date cer­ 
tain affidavits relating to the o-m roversy be­ 
tween the Bee and the hoycotters, purporting to 
give the history thereof and the facts surround­ 
ing the whole m atter, and headed the publica­ 
tion w ith certain eoruments, oí w hich the fol­ 
lowing are the most im p o rtan t: 
“ The Facts of the Boycott—Curious Reading 
for Am erican Citizens—A Populous City Threat­ 
ened by Boycotters—‘We Will Stop the B*c's 
Circulation or 
Strangle Trade’—A 
W asher­ 
w om an's 
liv elih o o d 
Attac ed -S h a ll 
Such 
Things Be in the Rand of the Free and tile 
Home of the Brave?” 
Such were the headlines printed in large 
type. Then fol ows the pream ble: “ The strike 
ordered by the Typographical Union in the Bee 
ofli e on October llth , and the boycott follow­ 
ing it, w hich has been taken part in by the 
Federated Trades, culm inated in the cose to 
test the legality of the boycott brought by the 
Bee. before Judge Armstrong, aud subm itted 
after argum ent on Monday last. The Court had 
directed plaintiffs, the proprietors of the Bee, 
to have a num ber of affidavits, establishing the 
tru th of their complaiut, together w ith oral tes­ 
tim ony. in case it should te adm itted. The 
affidavits, however, becam e unnecessary in the 
prelim inary hearing for an injunction, as the 
decision will rest entirely on the points of law. 
For the inform ation of the public the Bee prints 
a iitt'e of the inside history of the boycott, 
principally in the form of affidavits. There are 
nearly a hundred witnesses whom the Bee was 
prepared to call to the stand, and whose oral 
testim ony would have been even more instruc­ 
tive than anything given, but these will give a 
fair idea of the m ethods resorted to by the boy­ 
cotters, and possibly indicate the terrible re­ 
sults should such a system of enforcing de­ 
m auds be recognized and its use Leconte gen­ 
eral." 
' A Review of Facts." 
The affidavits which were published ioliow- 
ing the above com m ents were m ade by one of 
the plaintiffs and others, aud were no doubt 
m ade as strong against the defendants as the 
facts w ithin the knowledge of the affiants would 
w arrant. Seven days thereafter, to wit, No­ 
vem ber 19th, Judge Armstrong rendered his 
opinion in favor of the tem porary injunction 
and ordered the same to issue. 
It is claim ed that the pluintliis m ade this pub­ 
lication with the wilirul, corrupt aud unlaw iul 
design, unlawfully to interfere w ith the process 
of court aud for the purpose of influenciug the 
decision of the Court lu the m atter theu under 
advisem ent, and were therefore iu contem pt of 
Court. This proceeding is on a rule to show 
cause why tne publishers, the plaintiffs, should 
n o t he puuished lor such contem pt. The hear­ 
ing was npon the affidavit on which the order 
to show cause was issued and the affidavits of 
respondents in answer to the order. 
1 he respondents allege in their affidavit th at 
they m ade the publication without any willful, 
corrupt or unlawful m otive or design, or (or the 
pur pise or intent of unlaw fully, or at all, iuter- 
firm g with the process of the Court or for the 
;4 rpose of influencing the decision of the Court 
m any way. 
W hether all contem pt proceedings are to be 
trea'ed us a crim inal trial or proceeding—and 
this scents to he the doctrine laid down in ex 
parte Crittenden, f»2 Cal., 631, w here it is said 
“ Contem pt of Court is a specific 
crim inal 
offense," approved in Tyler vs. Connolly, 05 
Cal.. LO and ;!>, and again iu re Bucklev, co Cal., 
3—there cau be no question but th at "the con­ 
tem pt com plained of here is crim inal iu its 
nature. 
The publication is adm itted, and if published 
for the purpose of iufiueucing the decisiou ot 
the Court in the m atter subm itted to it, or if the 
publicatiou can properly be said to have a 
tendency to do that, theu the act is not only 
Criminal,-hut its purp.se being to taint the de­ 
cision ol the Court with suspicion, would tend 
to destroy judicial confidence and is most 
heinous. It is of the highest im portance th at 
the Judge on the bench, to whose keeping, to 
some extent at least, is confided the propertv 
and the liberties of the people, should be pro­ 
tected and preserved, not only from all im ­ 
proper iuliuenees, hut even from the suspicion 
of such iufiuence. 
1 have not had the tim e nor opportunity to 
exam ine all the authorities cited, but have pur­ 
sued the investigation far enough, I think, to 
arrive at the law in th e case, in relation to 
newspaper publications, the authorities seem to 
establish the rule th at where a publication is 
m ade dm ing the pendency of a suit which re­ 
flects on the Court, the parties to the suit, the 
witnesses, couueel or other officers oi the Court, 
w hich tends to prejudice the Court in its decis­ 
ion, or the public ngatust the due and proper 
adm inistratio . of justice iu said action, is a 
contem pt of Court. 
It is urged th at the publication here com ­ 
plained ul is a contem pt, because an unlaw ful 
au d illegal interference w ith the process snd 
proceedings of said Court, and was an unlaw ful 
aud illegal attem pt, im properly and corruptly, 
to influence the decisiou oi the Court upon said 
m atter, so subm itted to it. 
It is true, I think, a Court m ay punish for con­ 
tem pt auy act which may be shown to no a con­ 
tem pt on the hearing to show c tuse, although 
not appearing in the affidavit on which the order 
to show cause is issued. But I apprehend some 
ev ilen ce m ust be produced more thau a mere 
suggestion, aud that the evidence m ust be suf­ 
ficient to establish such contem ptuous m atter 
beyond a reasonable doubt. It is possible the 
publication here com plained of may be suf­ 
ficient to or may tend to prejudice the public 
against the defendants in the ultim ate result of 
th e suit which is yet to be tried; and if so would 
he a contem pt for which the publishers should 
he punished by this Court. For no neu -paper, 
w hen it is a parly, even w ith the large liberty 
guaranteed the press by the Constitution and 
law s of the nation and of our own State, should 
he perm itted, by its publicatiou of sworn state­ 
m ents ol its side of the controversy, while the 
cause is pending, to prejudice the m iuds of the 
people against its adversary and therchv ¡.re- 
vent due adm inistra' ion ot justice thereiu." 
But such is not the issue here. 
Tne only issue 
presented and subm itted, and therefore the only 
question to he considered and determ ined, is, 
Bid the publication have a tendency to in­ 
fluence the decision of Judge Armstrong ia the 
m atter then b e iD g considered by him ? T hat is, 
w hether or not th e com plaiut staled facts suffi­ 
cient to warrant a tem porary injunction issuing 
iD the suit pending—not that tne Judge m ay or 
m ay not have read the publication, or th at he 
was influenced by it. nor that it tended to preju­ 
dice the public m ind against the defendant. 
As stated above, this is a crim inal prceeed- 
iug. aud thereiore the rule which prevails in 
crim inal cases—th at is, th at the guilt of the de­ 
fendant m ust he proveu beyond a reasonable 
doubt before a conviction can be had—must 
prevail here. Theu. taking the m atter as it 
stood at the tim e ot the publication—November 
12th—we find the injuucttou m atter had been 
heard and subm itted alone on the facts stated 
in the com plaint adm itted (by force of the 
pleadings) to be true, aud th at a restraining 
order had issued. 
1 he com plaiut alleges the canse of the trouble, 
sets out generally the acts of the defendants in 
th eir boycott against the Bee, alleges the intim i­ 
dation of non Union m en, threats against those 
who should enter the employ of the plaintiffs, 
snd th at the defendants system atically and 
persistently and m aliciously visited a great 
num ber of the patrons of the Bee, both the 
subscribers and the advertisers, and by threats, 
intim idation and Inducem ents sought to per­ 
suade aud induce such patrous to discontinue 
th eir subscriptions to ana advertisem ents iu the 
Bee: alleges the Injury a readv done to the 
business of the plaintiffs, and th at to follow if 
the boycott is allowed to continue. All tb is .it 
m ust he.bornc in m iud. was taken as true, and 
a thonsaud affidavits could not have m ade it 
m ore true. 
The affidavits published re to u t ia detail the 
nam es of persons and firms approached by de­ 
fendants aud gave a more m inute detail ot the 
acts adm itted to b e true. With the exception 
possibly, th at the affidavit of V. ?. McCIatchy 
alleges that defendants threatened th at the 
Federated Trades would stop the < ircnlalion of 
the Ik e or paralyze the busine s of the town, is 
the only substantially new m atter alleged by 
the affidavits, but it is difficult to see how even 
this could possibly have added uuy additional 
w eight lo the allegations o f the com plaint, ad­ 
m itted to be true. Ou the argum ent I was led 
to believe there was a vi st difference between 
the allegations of fact i i the com plaint aud 
those iu the affidavits, hut upon eom pm ng 
them the difference w ill be found to hg sub­ 
stantially as here pointed out. 
The provisional injUDCtion, r s before shown, 
if granted at all, w as to be crao tid up ,n the 
facts stated in the com plaint, shown to be true, 
not by reason of the published affidavits, but 
because they were adm itted at the hearing to 
be true. 
After a careful consideration of the whole 
question as subm itted to me, I am unable to say 
th at I am satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt, 
or even by a preponderance of the evidence, 
th at the publication was intended to influence 
th e Court, or th at it could, or did, have anv 
tendency w hatever to 
influence Judge Arm­ 
strong in his decision upon the m atter subm itted 
to him , aud am therefore o.impelled to hold 
th a t no contem pt was com m itted and the re­ 
spondent should be discharged, and it is so 
ordered.

“Our DaDgerous Inheritance” was the 
title of a lecture delivered at the Ninth- 
street Baptist Church lest evening by Mrs. 
Bullock, one of the National Organizere of 
the W omen’s Christian Temperance Union. 
Mrs. Bullock is an elderly lady, a woman 
of pleasing address, and a speaker who will 
hold the attention of any audience by her 
clear, forcible and convincing m anner of 
addressing her listeners. There was a small 
attendance at the lecture, but those who 
heard her argum ent in the cause ot tem ­ 
perance were furnished some interesting 
matter for reflection. 
After prayer by Rev. Willis, and the ren­ 
dition of a hym n by the church choir, 
Mrs. Bullock was iniroductd and she 
commenced her address by referring to the 
endeavors of the people of centuries ago to 
baud together against the moBt formidable 
and deadly weapon tbat Satan ever wielded 
—intoxicating liquor. In 1620 the Pilgrim 
Fathers laid the foundation for the attempt 
to crush the evil, and in 1651 a little town 
on Long Island became agitated on the 
question of temperance. As one after an ­ 
other ot the great men of the nation fell 
victims to liquor, the people began to real­ 
ize the enormity ot the evil and the neces­ 
sity of combined action to work the over­ 
throw of the dram shops. 
In 1828 and 
1829 the vigor manifested by the tem per­ 
ance organizations had the effect of closing 
nearly 100 distilleries and of causing 1,200 
people to sign the pledge. 
God has since continued to bless the 
efforts of the organization, and the temper­ 
ance educational bill stands out before ihe 
world as the grand beacon light, showing 
the way to success. 
Mrs. Bullock argued that the imperfect 
custom of teaching temperance years ago 
should not be followed to-day. 
Liquor 
was not then absolutely prohibited, but 
the people were advised not to take too 
much. Experience proves that liquor ex­ 
cites an appetite for liquor, and the only 
remedy is total abstinence. 
Doctors might 
recommend the use of alcohol as a stim u­ 
lant, but it was not the only one that 
could be used, and the hum an system did 
not require a poison to strengthen 
it. 
People should become as familiar with the 
effects of alcohol as they were with the 
laws of gravity. 
The 
public 
schools 
should advocate and insist upon total ab­ 
stinence from liquor among the pupils. It 
was much more im portant to knowhow 
to care for the body and to preserve the 
health than to learn any study. 
The 
teacher3 should do all in tbeir power to 
assist in the cause of temperance, and no 
one should fear to be called a “crank.” 
One of the first temperance societies or­ 
ganized was in 1808, in a town in New Jer­ 
sey. The rules were very lenient on the 
members and they were allowed the privi­ 
lege of drinking intoxicants at dinner par­ 
ties, or when physicians advised it. The 
penalty for a violation of the rnles was 
twenty-five pennies. The folly of an or­ 
ganization with such ridiculous rules was 
soon learned and a reform was brought 
whereby it became a violation of the law 
of the society to touch a drop of intoxica­ 
ting liquor at any time. 
The speaker cited cases where men went 
to early graves who commenced their in ­ 
temperate habits by drinking cider. The 
W. C. T. U. was working in the noblest of 
all causes, and, besides being influential in 
haviDg good laws passed, it was constantly 
establishing temperance schools, reform 
home3 and urging evangelistic work. One 
of their principal aims at present was that 
of establishing a police matron at every 
police station in the cities throughout the 
United S'.ates. 
Women were needed to 
look after the young girls and women 
brought to the jails by the police. 
Mrs. Bullock also argued against the 
practice of cigarette-smoking, and she 
made the statement that it required two 
million boys from this country every gen­ 
eration to fill the graves of cigarette fiends 
and drunkards, at the present estimate. 
The lecturer closed with an earnest ap­ 
peal to all to assist in the work of the 
Union.

lower at 5 p m. than it has been since the 
10:h of the month, when it read 3 0 11 
inches, with a cloudless sky and very light 
and variable winds. The low barometer, 
or cyclonic erea, that Lieutenant Finley 
reports as entering the land from the ocean 
near Yancauver, appears to have made 
itself felt in Central California, according 
to the barometrical readings in this city 
last evening.

Jensen cast an illegal ballot, which billot 
was coanted for Devine, and that in pre­ 
cinct thirteen of the same district, the sim e 
person cast another illegal ballot, which 
was also counted for Devine. 
In conclusion, Baker asks tbat a special 
session of the Superior Court be held for 
the purpose of recounting the ballots cast 
at the recent election. 
It is probable that in order to save time 
and expense, Baker’s contest will be held 
at the same time as that instituted by W. B 
Hamilton against W. W. Rhoads, for the 
County Clerkship.
